In  each  of  the  more  populous  counties, 
Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo  and  Santa  Clara  -  two 
commissioners  are  appointed,  one  by  the  county's  council  of  mayors  and  council 
members  (in  San  Francisco,  by  the  mayor)  and  one  by  the  county  board  of 
supervisors.  In  each  of  the  less  populous  counties,  Marin,  Napa,  Solano  and  Sonoma— 
the  county's  council  of  mayors  and  council  members  nominates  up  to  three  candidates 
to  the  board  of  supervisors,  which  selects  one  commissioner.  Because  of  this  system, 
most  commissioners  are  local  elected  officials.  In  addition,  one  voting  representative 
each  is  appointed  by  the  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  and  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission. 

The  three  nonvoting  members  are  as  follows:  One  representative  of  the  state's 
Business,  Transportation  and  Housing  Agency,  as  well  as  the  federal  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  and  the  United  States  Department  of 
Transportation. 

The  MTC  was  created  to  plan  the  transportation  network  for  the  nine  Bay  Area 
counties.

Any  member  whom  the  Task  Force  certifies  to  the  Rules  Committee  to  have  missed 
three  consecutive  regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the  Task  Force  without  prior 
authorization  of  the  Task  Force  shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  from  the  Task  Force 
effective  on  the  date  of  the  written  certification  from  the  Task  Force. 

In  the  event  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  term  of  any  Task  Force  member,  a  successor 
shall  be  appointed  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  the  vacancy  in  the  manner  used 
for  the  appointment  of  initial  members. 

Reports:  The  Task  Force  shall  submit  a  written  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
every  twelve  months  from  the  date  that  the  appointment  of  all  Task  Force  members 
becomes  effective.

members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  three  members  appointed  by  the 
District  6  Supervisor;  one  appointed  by  the  Planning  Director;  one  appointed  by  the 
Director  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority;  and  one  appointed  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health.
